In connection with this 
discussion, Dr. Guthe also announced that the Director of Sentral Intelligence 
had received a request from General Keyes, Director of Weapons System 
Evaluation Group, for a study of the capabilities of Soviet Bloc transporta- 
tion in the event of an attack on Western Europe. The request sugsested that 
this project might best be undertaken by the Economic Intelligence Cormittee.

4. Discussion: In general, the EIC members agreed with Mr. Doherty, 
State, that this paper was really not an intelligence stucy since: (1) 

it did not contain sufficient facts and research analysis; (2) it was 
too eatimative in characters; (3) it contained mumerous statements on 
political matters that are beyond the competence of the Subcommittee and 
the EICs and (4) it contained mmerous policy recommendations which should 
not be included in this kind of economic intelligence report.
